Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the genera? nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Johnston called to discuss the outstanding rejection on the method 
claims 1, 20, and 28. He argued that according to In re Ochiai, In re Brouwer, and In re Reuddemann (MPEP 2116.01) 
the method of making a novel product is allowable subject matter, f reviewed the case law and the pending claims and 
concluded that according to his argument claim 28 is allowable, but not claims 1 and 10. The difference lies in the 
claim language. While daim 28 positively recites the patentable feature of the starting material as an active process 
step, claims 1 and 10 do not limit the process so as to only produce the novel product. The process of said claims as 
currently written do not distinguish over the known prior art process. 
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
